Tae i fluence of the Village Improve- 
ment Societies, of hich the germ was 
planted in Massachusetts, about forty 
years ago, and which have done much 
within recent years to beautify New 
England towns, has extended beyon4 the 
Rocky Mountains, and bids fair to bring 
forth good fruit where there is sore need 
of such a harvest. The small towns of 
California present a distressing appear- 
ance. They were built, for the most 
part, literally at railroad speed, and a 
dry climate and dusty soil have gone far 
to destroy whatever sightliness they may 
have ever possessed; but they are not 
beyond the help of improvement socie- 
ties. A citizen there has offered a prize 
of twenty dollars for the best hedge,

any village lot, and societies have been 
established in several towns. The 
newspapers have taken up the subject, 
and there ia reason to believe that local 
pride may be so stimulated as to work 
an amazing change throughout the 
Ste te. 
In cases of fatigue from too much 
brain work, the gieat thing is to get 
rest atany cst. By rest we do not 
mean doing nothing, but rather change 
of scene; of thought and occupation. If 
you tell a busy man that he must do 
nothing, he may endeavor te obcy you, 
but he will soon find out that he cannot, 
for his brain keeps woking in the same 
old groove, and he is as much in, or 
even more, worried about his business 
as if he were still in the thick of it.

One of the most im- 
portant remedial agents is outdoor life 
and exercise, which may be taken in 
any form most congenial to the indivi- 
dual—riding, walking, field-sports, or 
what not. This is at once the most 
natural and oftea the most effectual 
promoter of sleep we can employ. 


WHat seems at first sight a very 
startling and paradoxical scientific 
theory, has been laid before the Royal 
Society of Edinburgh. This theory, 
briefly stated, is that, were it not for 
dust, we should have no fogs or clouds, 
In other words, the particles of water. 
vapor in the air will not combine with 
each other to form a cloud-particle, ua- 
less the vapor havea solid nucleus on 
which to condense. Every drop, there- 





the mass of afog or cloud, has been 
formerly represented in the atmosphere 
by a dust-particle, which the vapor con. 
densing upon it has made visible. Strangy 
as this theory first appears, the exper; 
mentsare clearly in the direction of 
proving ite truth. In one of these ex. 
periments, steam was mixed with air in 
two large glass receivers. One of these 
receivers was filled with common air; 
the other, with air which had been care. 
fully passed through a cotton-wool filter, 
and all dust removed fromit. In the 
unfiltered air, the steam gave the usual 
and well known cloudy form of conden. 
sation; while in the filtered air, no 
cloudin’ss whatever appeared, 


Tux Vnglish Government has em- 
ployed women as telegraphists since 1870, 
Nowinations to competeis given by the 
Postmaster Gemral. The limits of age 
are “not under fourteen or over eigh- 
teen.” They receive about three dollars 
a week to begin with, the highest scale 
of paying being eight dollars a week, 
and they work eight hours a day between 
the hours of eight a. m. and eight p. x. 
They formerly worked in separate galle- 
ries, but it was found desirable to place 
themin the same galleries as the men 
and boys, and tue society and mutual in- 
fluence has been productive of beneficial 
results. The female telegraph‘sts belong 
to the class ‘rom which assistants behind 
the counters of shops are recruited; these 
posts, however, are open to women of all 
grades. Great accuracy, general intel- 
ligence and quickness are required. 

Tue latest news of Paris fashions is 
that the dresses for the current year are 
to remain similar, in all important de- 
tails, to those worn last year. There 
are to be no radical changes in the way 
of colers, or the expansion or lengthen- 
ing of skirts. Indeed, short skirts will 
be most wora, ani ‘the ‘neutral tints, 
olive, russet, purple for morning wear, 
and dead gold and mauve among the 
light shades, will be still the vogue. 
There is still the same aversion to blue 
and all its tints. Bonnets are yet 
trimmed with scarlet, The wearing 
of gold ornaments of any kind is inter- 
dicted.

There area number of diferent ways of doing 
this, but I will describe one of the latest mod- 
els as aground for home dressmaking First 
place a skirt-front of figured material, framed 
in on each side with a drapery, the pleats of 
which are lengthwise, of the self-colored fa- 
bric. Next comes, on each side, a similar 
drapery of figured tissue; and, lastly, the 
back-widths, self-coiored, drap*.d up into a 
tournure. The bodice is a'so self-colered, but 
opens over a pleated piastron of the figured 
material; ‘he trimmings upon the sibow- 
sle*ves are also fiyured; flutings from twe to 
five in number are put on round the front of 
the skirt upon the foundation material, so as 
to simulate am und erskirt, while the draper- 
ies appear to fo m a tunic. 

New parasols are romewhat larger than 
those of last summer, and are made of satin 
merveilleux, surah, or brocaded satin. Tne 
povelty of the season in shape is the square 
parasol with eig”t gores, four of which are 
marrow, and form corners. The Japanese 
shapes re-appear, "ut are not so flat as those 
of lastsummer. Spanish lac and fringe are 
the trimmings moet used. Sorders of baya- 
dere satin, or elseof plaid satin are seen on 
many of the dark colored parasols ; instead of 
bordering th* outer edges, this gay bard is 
sometimes round the m‘ddle of the parasol. 
Gingha™ parasols are of the striped blue, 
pink, and white Scotch ginghams to match 
dresses, and plaid ginghame &re also used.
